Remembers an 


Old Oriole 


“8 In the papers 
it says that al- 
ready, here in 
October, 1953, 
there is a great 
rush on for tick- 
ets to the 1954 
baseball season 
in Baltimore 
where, after a 
long, long span 
of years, there 
) will be another 
Oriole team in the major leagues 
—the American. 

Once, when I was a boy, my 
father hustled me up to Hughie 
Jennings- at a spring exhibition 
game and said “‘I want you to 
meet my boy.’’ I stuck out a 
shv hand and he took it and said, 
“How are you kid?’’ and turned 
to others who also wanted to 
meet the great old Oriole. Also, 
I met John J. McGraw, a taci- 
turn man, a time or so. He was, 
I guess, the greatest of the old 
Orioles. 

But. the onlv other one of that 
legendary baseball crew I ever 
knew, I knew well. I spent a lot 
of time with, and had a great 
affection for, Wilbert Robinson, 
the great catcher in the heyday 
of the Orioles. And for me he 
best personified- the old Oriole 
spirit. He had it right to the 
end, as I will tell. 

As to what the old Oriole base- 
ball spirit was, I cannot say. 
One cannot define these things. 
I recall the late Col. Tillinghast 
L’Hommidieu Huston, whou with 
Jake Ruppert, brought Babe Ruth 
to the Yankees, sitting on the 
front veranda of his home on the 
golden isle called Butler, well- 
warmed by the contents of sev- 
eval tall.zlasses, singing a ribald 
song titled ‘‘The Old Onoles.”’ 
It was done to the tune of ‘‘Mary- 
land, My Maryland” and it was 
not polite. And Robbie cursed 
him. But, it had a certain spirit. 

“The Orioles,.’’ said the colo- 
nel, ‘‘would cut your throat to 
vin a ball game. They were the 
first to carry files to the park 
and sharpen their spikes before 
each game.’’ 


Spirit 

My story is the story of a man 
whose playing days were in the 
ancient past, because Uncle Rob- 
bie was 65 when first I knew 
him. I sat entranced through 
many an evening as he recalled 
the old baseball days. 

There were tales of riding the 
handsome, open-barouches. pull- 
ea by white horses, from the rail- 
road stations to the hotels when 
on the road. And of how the 
Orioles, when they arrived in a 
town, would take with them into 
the big vehicles supplies of old 
tomatoes, potatoes and an oc- 
casional stone or so to throw at 
the crowds along the way. There 
“were memories, too, of buggies 
hired, and races along the roads 
hack to town after the games 

. of fights beneath the stands 
. . . of battles fought fist-and- 
skull with hostile fans. Make 
no mistake about it—the old 
Orioles. the fabulous Orioles, 
were the cock - of - the - walk in 
their day especially in 
the pennant-winning years of 
1894, 1895, 1896. It was a time 
when men were men, beer was a 
nickel a stein, with free lunch 
thrown in and whisky came in 
quarts, not fifths. 


McGraw 


John MeGraw took his cocki- 
ness to New York and the Giants 
and they were the dominant 
team in New York until a man 
named Ruth came to the Yankee 
nobodies. 

Robbie was one of the greats 
of the old Orioles—an indestruct- 
ible catcher, fast and quite a hit- 
ter. One of his records is still 
intact—seven hits in seven con- 
secutive times at bat in one 
game. He knew pitchers and he 
was a good manager with never 
a real set of players to manage. 
Gentle and kind, built, in his 
later years, like Falstaft and 
possessed of some$of his humor, 
he was the old Oriole to the end. 
I knew because I was with him 
at the end. 

One afternoon I received a 
frantic telephone call. I went 
hurrying to his hotel room where 
his wife and a friend had found 
him. A stroke had knocked him 
to the floor. In the fall he had 
broken an arm in seven places. 
It had shattered, the doctor told 
me later, as a stick of candy 
would if hit a sharp blow. I 
called a doctor and an ambu- 
Jance. Robbie moved between 
consciousness and coma. As he 
went out on a stretcher he said, 
“Ralph, I’m a tough old Oriole. 
Don't take me to a_ hospital. 
Just wrap the damnarm up. [ll 
be all right.’’ They were his last 
words. Twenty minutes later he 
died on the operating table.

“TI know I done wrong,’’ he 
said, declaring his’ short-lived 
freedom wasn't worth the effort 
and the revocation of his trust 
privileges. 

With his good arm handcuffed 
to a chain around his still portly 
‘middle, Hardy rode back toward 
‘McRae in custody of O. R. (Can- 
nonball) Jones, veteran transfer 
officer of the State Department of 
‘Corrections. Hardy’s left arm 
still is ailing from a two-year- 
old fracture. He rode in the hack 
‘seat, smoking a cigar and chat- 
iting amiably. 
| He was dressed in an open- 
‘throated khaki shirt and khaki 
trousers someone had bought for 
|him during a brief stay in Atlanta 
‘while he was free. He wore a 
brown felt hat that someone else 
‘had bought for him at Gaines- 
| Ville.

Revised Uniform Traffic Code 
Cleared by Senate, House Leaders 


An agreement was reached here 
yesterday on a substitute uniform 
traffic code between Senate High- 
way Committee leaders and au- 
thors of the House-passed bill. 

There is little difference be- 
tween the substitute plan pro 
posed for the Senate at the No- 
vember session and the 34-page 
bill that was passed by the House 
early this year. 

The principal change is a sharp 
reduction in the pénalty for drunk 
driving. However, the substitute 
plan still would include a manda- 
tory prison sentence for the third 
conviction, which the present law 
does not require. 

As passed by the House, the 
alties would be $100 to $200 
fine and a maximum term of 
months, or both, for the first two 
offenses. The conferees agreed to 
trim- this to $50 to $100 fu a 
maximum term of six months. 
For third offenses, the House bil! 
would have a mandatory prison 
sentence of 12 months and, if the 
judge wished, a $1,000 fine. The

Knowing how important to a soldier 
is mail from home, we have been pained 
considerably during the past few years 
by the letters from servicemen asking 
for “pen pal” correspondents. For a 
number of reasons, we have printed 
few of these letters. We have, how- 
ever, urged that families and relatives 
help to keep up Army morale by writ- 
ing their own kin regularly. 

The Army recently has justified our 
reluctance to print these letters. .A 
directive has been issued frowning on 
correspondence between men -in the 
armed services and persons with whom 
they are not personally acquainted. 

“Consideration must be given to the 
known fact that subversive elements 
have employed personal correspondence 
channels for propaganda purposes and 
for the accumulation of information 
which may be interpreted into intelli- 
gence of value to an enemy or potential 
enemy,” says the directive. It asks 
Army commanders to “actively dis- 
courage” soldiers from participating in

Strikes Paper Clips 


The Federal Government, reports tell us, 
has quit spending 38 cents a box for paper 
clips other people can get for 3 cents. This 
decision came as part of the most recent 
move by the General Services Administra- 
tion to reduce the government’s housekeep- 
ing costs. 

Administrator Mansure figures this new 
order will save the taxpayers some $3,530,- 
000 a year. He did it by eliminating some 
of the more costly items from the lists 
bureaucrats use for ordering supplies. He 
cut the available kinds of steel lockers from 
35 to 10 and plate-glass mirrors from 28 
to three; he reduced the types of paper tow- 
els from 18 to seven and paper clips from 
10 to four. 

All of this is very commendable, even 
though some may wonder why just one 
kind of paper clip won’t do. But to wonder 
that is to overlook one of the major enter- 
prises of government which is putting prose 
down on paper, running off carbons and 
stencil copies and then swapping them 
around among the different bureaus. And 
as every able bureaucrat knows, these 
things must all be clipped together lest 
the republic, or at least his bureau, fall 
apart. 

Paper clips are small things but they 
are symbolic in the government house- 
keeper’s attempts to save a little money. 
We wish them all well; but as Mr. Mansure 
knows, the way to shoot at a real reduction 
in paper clips is to reduce the use of 
paper—and perhaps to stop buying rubber 
bands altogether. But anything they do to 
clip the taxpayer a bit less will be duly 
appreciated.

Too Many Fires 
Are Set for Fun 


Putting out blazes is not the only worry 
of the Atlanta Fire Department. The peo 
ple who set them are another. 

Fire fighting would be simpler if the de- 
partment had only to. contend with fires 
that started accidentally. An alarming 
number, however, are of incendiary origin, 

soap and it’s up to the fire- 

~~ men, the police and the 

ss insurance companies to 
prove it, 

Hach time Atlanta’s 
red fire trucks go charg- 
ing down the street 
there's a police car just 
ahead or right behind. 
The police department 
answers every fire call. 

Every fire, even one 
whose cause seems ob- 

is regarded with suspicion. Unlike 
fires are presumed guilty and 
must be proved innocent. . The city’s fire 
sleuth Is Roy Parker, a department in- 
spector. Working closely with him is Sgt. 
C. C. Hamby of the police vice squad. 

Last year the department answered 
6.410 alarms, 258 of them false. Of the 
number there was enough property damage 
at 739 to warrant investigation. Seventy- 
two of these blazes were definitely suspi- 
cious, and of this total 45 were determined 
to have been set deliberately. The depart- 
ment filed the remaining 27 under ‘‘fires 
of undetermined origin,’’ which means that 
it regards them with a cynical eye, but was 
unable to dig up proof positive that they 
were started on purpose.

Why do people start fires? Arson is one 
reason, in hopes that a liability will be 
converted into a cash asset via the me- 
dium of flames and insurance. Arsonists 
are a clever lot, and bank heavily on the 
flames destroying the evidence against 
them. 

In hbitter®r, poorer days, arson was 
known throughout the South as selling out 
to the Yankees. It was regarded with some 
tolerance by the hard-pressed citizens, 
but not by police and insurance men. This 
grim. joke has lost its point, and two per- 
sons were convicted in Atlanta for the of- 
fense last year. 

There is the fire bug, the person who 
likes to see the engines run and watch the 
flames shoot into the air. The majority of 
this crowd is in its teens, and thrill happy. 
Most outgrow it, others follow the thrill 
from fires to robberies and sometimes mur- 
der. In this class also falls the false 
alarmist, thorn in the fire- 
man’s side. 

The pyromaniac is to a fire fighter as 
a typhoid carrier is to a public health offi- 
cial: something to be taken out of circula- 
tion as soon as possible. Pyromania is an 
impuise to set things on fire which cannot 
be denied, a form of mental illness. Pyro- 
maniacs have been responsible for a tre 
mendous toll of lives and property. 

Fires that were proven to have been set, 
or which the department is reasonably sure 
were deliberately started, did $429,300 
worth of damage in Atlanta during 1952. 
Fire Prevention Week, 1953, was marked 
by the arrest of a young man who police 
started 20 downtown fires in five 
davs. Incendiarism is where you find it, 
and it occurs‘with distressing frequency.

Farmer Hi gh way 


Not One of Gold 


A long-established marriage of economic 
and political forces has brought the Ameri- 
can farmer into a position of inescapable 
notice on the national scene. Though no 

cmeag eVidence is necessary to 
«= establish the validity of 
this assertion, a review 
of a few of the big farm 
stories appearing this 
week will provide back- 
ing of considerable 
weight. 
1. A Democrat won 
a farm-belt election in 
a Wisconsin district 
which had usually gone 
Republican, even dur- 
ing the days of F.D.R. Both Democratic 
and Republican politicians declared the ad- 
ministration’s farm policy was the para- 
mount factor in the election. 

2. “It follows as day the night that a 
reduction in farm economy will eventually 
slow down our entire system of finance,”’ 
said Sen. Richard B. Russell in a speech 
at Greensboro. 

3. President H. L. Wingate of the Geor- 
gia Farm Bureau Federation, in yet an- 
other speech, predicted the resignation of 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson unless his 
‘‘disastrous’’ farm policies are changed. 

4. Secretary Benson in a message to 22 
livestock and farm groups asked them to 
give him ‘‘as soon as possible’ their re- 
action to a request for a cattle price sup- 
port program. 

President Eisenhower on a trip 
through agricultural areas made a major 
farm speech. 

The economist, who long has cast an ap- 
praising eye upon the rural sector of our 
economy, tells us the farmer operates in 
pure competition. There are so many 
farmers and so many buyers that neither 
the buyer nor seller can influence the price. 
The farmer takes what he gets, or he 
doesn’t get. 

Well, one might ask, 
get out? 

And the answer to that is that they do, 
by the thousands. In the past 30 years 
Georgia has lost 179,000 farms. The trend 
is toward larger farms. But such a devel- 
opment doesn’t necessarily mean the sur- 
viving farmers are rolling down a gold 
highway. 

Consider 1949, a fairly prosperous farm 
year and the most recent one with complete 
income figures. In that year only 40,000 of 
Georgia’s 200,000 farms produced agricul- 
tural goods valued at more than $2,000. 
Now, with national agricultural income off 
$1,500.000,000 from last year, what kind of 
shape are those 40,000 farms in? 

And if those 40,000 Georgia farmers are 
feeling the pinch, what about the. other 
160,000, the ones who produced less than 
$2,000?

Gulf Stream Makes Newfoundland Air 


As Warm as an October in Georgia 


FLYING NORTH—Over the wide reach 
of Newfoundland the plane flies in fog that 
coats the silver wings. with a thin coat of 
steel-gray ice. There are no babies with us 
now, gurgling and cooing, for up there, 
where we are bound, men don’t bring their 
families, vet. The passengers are all mili- 
tary, officers and men 
bound for the cold out- 
post of Greenland, and 
tough construction men, 
used to working in snow 
and bitter cold. Beyond 
Torbay, our take off 
point, nobody flies with- 
out Arctic gear—heavy 
parkas lined with fur, 
and gigantic white 
boots, made of thick 
felt, and fingerless mit- 
tens of leather. lined with fur that come fa) 
up the forearm. 

We don’t wear them on the plane, though, 
for the big ships aloft are warm as stoves, 
except down on the deck, where the wood 
and aluminum floor is icy cold. 

The journey so far, 450 miles to the first 
stop at Goose Bay, in Labrador has been 
smooth. There are no winds in the thick 


white mist and the plane plows along far 
more steadily than a train or car, riding as 
smoothly as a big ship on a calm sea. 

Occasionally the fog breaks, and below 
the ground comes through. It is a bleak 
land, covered with stunted firs that poke 
their tops only slightly above the drifted 
snow. Ponds and streams are everywhere, 
black and cold looking as puddles of pol- 
ished steel, and around their edges the first 
thin rime of ice is beginning to form. 

We still though are in the tropics of the 
North. Here the winds off the warm Gulf 
Stream temper tne deadly cold of winter. 
At Torbay, near St. Johns, in Newfound- 
land, the air was warm as Georgia in Oc- 
tober, and the elms and maples were in 
creener leaf than the forests in Massachu- 
setts, where the colors of fall were in full 
splendor.

Psychologi- 
cally, that generally seems to give us an 
edge in the World Series and other impor- 
tant games. Confidence can help you a lot 
in baseball, and lack of confidence can 
hurt you, like when you get it in your head 
you can’t hit a certain pitcher. Some of 
clubs we've met in the World Series 
acted as though, deep down, they thought 
thev would lose.”’

Bargain-shopping consumers on the lookout for retailer price | 
wars on goods price-fixed by ‘‘fair trade’’ agreements will prob- | 


ably be disappointed, even though Georgia is now without a law 


' to uphold such producer-merchant agreements. 

There is so far no indication that retailers in the state are | 
any more interested in price cutting now than before the 16-year- | 
old law was nullified by the Georgia Supreme Court and this | 


week refused review by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Yesterday the American Fair Trade Council and the Bureau 
of Education on Fair Trade agreed that the highest court’s de- 
cision was no real blow to their cause. The Georgia Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association, with plans to sponsor a bill aimed at restoring 
the state’s ‘“‘fair trade’’ act at the November session of the 
Georgia General Assembly, has expressed the same feeling. 

Joining with the druggists in the move for a new ‘“‘fair trade”’ 
law are representatives of a number of retail groups, including 
hardware dealers, jewelers, petroleum dealers, master photo- 
finishers, audio-visual groups and tobacco dealers. 

The fair traders support the right of a manufacturer to fix 
minimum store prices of his products.

BAPTISTS, therefore, in- 
sist that religion must be 
forever voluntary and unco- 
erced, and that it is not the 
rightful power of anyone or 
any group, whether civil or 
ecclesiastical, to compel 
men to conform to any re- 
ligious creed or form of 
worship, or to pay taxes for 
the support of any religious 
organization to which they 
do not belong, ond in whose 
creed they do not believe. 
We regard every state 
church and every church 
state spiritual tyrannies. 


THEREFORE, Baptists hail 
with gratitude the recurring 
celebration of The Reforma- 
tion—the Festival of Faith 
which we shall observe here 
in Atlanta Sunday afternoon
